FISHING NEWS 



THERE could be a certain dagree of scepticism on 
first hearing that the Scottish Fishermen's Federation 
had appointed a 54-year-old teacher ae Its first full- 
time chief executive to represent Its interests. This 
initial reaction Is quickly forgotten when one studies 
David Aitchison'a record of voluntary service to the 
industry, apart from hfs technical qualifications as a 
principal tutor in navigational studies. 

Although not born in a fishing port, one side of his 
family belongs to the Shatlands and ha spent as 
much tlma as possible In the Isles where ha could 
indulge in his great interests of sailing and fishing. 
After a distinguished war record, it was by choice 
that he took up a teaching appointment in Eyemouth 
in 1948. Thia was the opportunity he wanted, to 
combine a natural teaching talent with a direct in- 
volvement In the inshore fishing industry, or share 
fishing industry as he prefers to call it. 

On the educational side his success In producing 
an extremely high pass rate in nautical studies was 
recognised by his appointment from 1986-68 as 
principle examiner in navigation to tha Scottish Cer- 
tificate of Education Examination Board and also aa 


convenor of tha Board's nautical studies panel from 
1970-72. 

It is his practical involvement with fishermen and 
fishermen's associations which David Altchison 
feats has given him the experience ond 
qualifications for the formidable task which now 
confronts him. "I would hate to think that the broad 
overall knowledge I have acquired of the industry 
would go unutilised", he said. This involvement 
ranged from improving fishing techniques, par- 
ticularly making use of electronic aids, to participa- 
tion in the working group which made a detailed 
study of the effects on tha industry of UK entry to 
tha EEC. 

in addition he has served as president of the 
Firth of Forth Fishermen's Association and has 
been an executive member of the Scottish 
Fishermen's Federation, as well as secretary of the 
Eyemouth Fishermen's Association for the last 12 
years. So the Scottish share fishing industry will be 
represented by this highly qualified and experienced 
man in Brussels. How does he assess his task? 

We put some questions to David Aitchison to find 
out. 


FN: What do you see as your 
immediate task in your new 
role? 

DA: Firstly, I must establish lines 
of communication with fishermen, 
Government and other sections of 
the industry. There is no doubt that 
the increased priority which the 
fishing industry has received in re- 
cent times is a result of the 
fishermen themselves taking a 
direct involvement in their own 
future. The unity which the in- 
dustry has achieved must be main- 
tained and fostered. 

This job is above all about 
people^ their hopas, fears and 
aspirations and the preservation of 
an industry and a way of life which 
is very much worth preserving. One 
of my first tasks will be to visit as 
many ports as possible — getting to 
know the men and listening to their 
problems. Fortunately, through my 
association with the industry, I 
already have a head start, but only 
by meeting the men in their home 
environment will I be able to assess 
their needs. 

I look forward to revisiting such 
places as the Shetlands and relish 
the prospect of getting to know new 
areas of the country and the 
fishermen who live and work there. 

Secondly, relations with Govern- 
ment Ministers and civil- servants 
must be consolidated. During re- 
cent years they have begun to show 
a better understanding of the in- 
dustry to the economy of the coun- 
try — to the survival of many and 
varied communities scattered along 
the Scottish coastline — and this must 
be continually hammered home. 

We have been frustrated and an- 
noyed in the past at the apparent 
lack of understanding of our 
their advise™.

Having lived in a small fishing 
community for 30 years, I think 
you build up a "gut feeling” for the 
industry. Living with fishermen, 
enjoying their successes, understan- 
ding their failures and sharing their 
tragedies is, itself, an education of 
what the industry is all about,. 

Thirdly, we must improve com- 
munication with other sectors of the 
industry. From our trawler 
.colleagues to the buying, processing 
and marketing side of the industry.

Bid to

A SMALL consignment of 
frozen Icelandic fish was 
landed at Grimsby at the 
beginning of the week in a 
commercial dock despite 
overtures to the dockers 
from the Grimsby 
Trawler Officers’ Guild 
not to touch it. 

About 150 tons of white 
fish and prawns, ordered by a 
number of Grimsby 
merchants and processors, 
was discharged from the 128- 
ton Icelandic cargo vessel 
Ljoaafoss. 

it was the first Icelandic 
fish landed at Grimsby since 
British trawlers left Iceland 
grounds at the beginning of 
last December. 

A spokesman for the 
dockers’ union, the TGWU, 
said the men had decided to 
work the vessel because 
negotiations between the 
EEC and Iceland are still in 
progress.

Grimsby sprat lull 


AFTER the recent, lull in 
Bpratting at Grimsby, due 
to bad weather and 
saturation of the meal 
factory by locally-caught 
sprats and mackerel from 
the south-west, most of 
the vessels were out in 
force again last week. 

The marks are now centred 
on the area between Robin 
Hood’s Bay and Flam- 
borough. Strong windB again 
made fishing difficult and 
most spratters were forced to 
remain at sea for up to four 
days before they had 
worthwhile catches. 


One notable exception was 
Samantha I Skipper Hugo 
Thinnesen) which did an 8o- 
ton trip in a mere 30 hours. 

The shoals are now very, 
very close to the shore and 
one vessel which steamed into 
Scarborough for provisions 
reported marking them right 
up to the harbour entrance.

“DURING the summer 
shoals of mackerel 
visit this part of the 
coast and I want to fit 
an echo sounder in my 
35 ft. MFV for locating . 
them. 

“Most of the larger boats 
here are fitted with 
Ferrograph G240 sounders, 
but they usually go bottom 
trawling about 10-15 miles 
but ana do not bother either 
with the mackerel or with 
herring in the autumn. 

* ‘ I understand that 
mackerel are difficult to 
locate with a sounder because 
they do not have Bwim 
bladders, but that there are 
types with which they can be 
found. 

“I should like to know 
which these are and who 
makes them and, if any of 
them are likely to be ob- 
tainable from the firm you 
mentioned a little while ago 
which re-conditions sounders. 
Also the name and address of 
the company." 

■ As far as 1 know 
mackerel are more likely to 
be found if you use a sounder 
with a transducer frequency 
of 100 kHz or over instead of 
one with a lower frequency. 

I have seen excellent recor- 
dings of mackerel shoals 
made with Atl&B 240 
sounders, used in conjunction 
with 100 kHz ceramic 
transducers, off the coasts of 
Devon and Cornwall. 

I know from experience 
that they can be detected 
with a Ferrograph G240 
sounder, transducer frequen- 
cy of which is 143 kHz. And I 
understand that they can be 
detected in depth to about 20 
fathoms with 200 kHz in- 
struments. 

Atlas 240 sounders are 
made in Germany and are ob- 
tainable in the UK from 
Brown & Perring (Instrumen- 
tation) Ltd.. 9 Botolph Street, 
London EC A. Ferrograph 
G240 sounders are made by 
the Ferrograph Co. Ltd. at its 
Simonside works in South 
Shields. A 200 kHz instru-

THE IRISH Govern- 
ment will meet on 
Tuesday to consider 
what independent ac- 
tion it is to take to 
protect its fish stocks. 

The country’s Foreign Af- 
fairs Minister, Dr. Garrett 
Fitzgerald, announced after 
the fish talks ended in 
Brussels on Tuesday that' 
Ireland would take indepen- 
dent unilateral action. 

He said: “The other EEC 
countries had not agreed with 
this decision but, by the end 
of the talks, they were not ac- 
tively opposing it” 

Dr. Fitzgerald did not 
detail what the indpendent 
measures would be. He said: 
“This would be for the 
cabinet to decide.” 

However, it is believed that 


the main aim of the measures 


will be to keep large foreign 
trawlers as far awav from tne 
Irish coast as possible — and 
to restrict fishing in areas 
where stocks are threatened, 
as well as very strict control 
on nets. 

An immediate assessment 
of the capabilities of the Irish 
Navy in the new situation is 
to be undertaken. 

Dr. Fitzgerald said that 
Ireland could now move on 
towards its final aim which is 
a 50-mile limit. 

Joey Murrin, chairman of 
the Irish Fishermen’s 
Organisation, welcomed the 
minister's announcement and 
said that fishermen are glad 
that, at long last, the Govern- 
ment is taking action to 
protect fish stocks. 


Alan at the Brussels 
meeting, it wns agreed to give 
Russia more time to apply for 
fishing licences to operate 
trawlers inside the EEC 200- 
mile pond. 

Britain's Foreign Secretary, 
Anthony Crnslnnd, suggested 
this.

The Fishmongers Company seems to hove decided to use 
the extensive outbreak of food poisoning as a lever to Im- 
prove the general hygiene of these cooked, and therefore 
potentially dangerous, shellfish- There le no doubt that the 
Leigh producers will be required to Improve their standards 

and It ie only reasonable to ensure that their efforts are 

not spoilt by bed habits In the market. 

It appears that the Company, In Its usual subtle way, 
seduced the cockle dealers with fine sherry to a meeting 
where attendance wee further ensured by choosing e day 
when National Hunt racing was cancelled by bad weather. 
Certainly Lou Hart, shellfish merchant and racehorse owner, 
would rather have been at Folkestone. 

There are signs that the now requirements are already 
being met even In respect of thoaa few cockles which era 
reaching the market from sources other then Leigh. Small 
samples only are on show, with stooka being held at ohlll 
temperature. The cotton net. the traditional container for 
cocklea, la to disappear and la already being replaced by the 
polythene bag. 

These moves, doubtlessly long overdue, lead to a number 
of other questions which seem worthy of consideration, par- 
ticularly as they have an effect on fair conditions of trading. 

The Leigh cocklemen ora being put to some expanse to 
comply with the require mente of the local health 
authorities. This must be reflected In the price that will ba 
asked when they start trading again. 

Should not other aockle producers hove to moet the same 
conditions, or they will have an unfair commercial advan- 
tage? Or are the Lelghmen to be penalised for fishing In the 
polluted watore of the Thames Estuary? Not that the 
Leigh men have ever bean that keen on fair trading In 
relations with their Billingsgate contacts. 

It would appear that soma nnclsnt right allows the Leion 
fishermen to sell their cockles themselves at BIHIngagata. In 
direct competition with the wholesalers they also supply. 
Nor do they provide a dally service aa those merchants are 
forced to do. They can choose to be In the market on only 
the main sales days of Saturday and Sunday. 

This might be reasonable If they allowed substantial dis- 
counts on tha bulk supplies they sell to thalr wholesalers, 
but this Is not bo. In fact, one of tha reasons that the ban on 
Leigh cockles has created so llttlo stir In Billingsgate is that 
they are such "poor earners”.
